ARTILLERY FIRE

OF ITALIANS HAS

DEADLY RESULTS

Paris, Oct. 12 The following de-

scription of the recent Italian' success
on the Carso, ' has been telegraphed
tor the Petit Parlslen by its war cor-

respondent on the Italian front:
"Our artillery on the morning of

October 8 began to "concentrate its
Are on the zone between Vertoiba and
the sea, favored intermittently by the
sun. All calibres-engage- d in a grand
concert and their fire swept the Aus-

trian position yard by yard growing
gradually more intense.

On the next day, the idnth, the
bombardment continued unabated.
Patrols who were sent out to reqon-noit- er

reported" splendid results, par-
ticularly where the Austrians were
most strongly established in the re-

gion of Oppsechiszelle. Here the Aus-

trian line had its strongest height.
The line descends from Hill 28 to
the north as far as a .mile east of the
road from Oppsechiszelle to Jamiane.
The enemy had made several series
of trenches facing every direction
which made the defense of the posi
tion easy. Two of the most Important
positions were the triangular redoubt
and another position called Fortine,
which were furnished with machine
guns and protected by formidable ar-

tillery. It was against this part of the
front that the Italian artillery wasjfli-recte- d

yesterday with magnificent re-

sults.
"I followed the battle yesierday

morning from a central point near
Nova Vass and Vlllanova. It was a
fantastic sight. The Austrian trenches
were converted into heaps of rubble
by the explosions of the big shells
which shot columns of .smoke and
dust 300 feet into the air. At 10:30
reports came that though the
trenches and barbed wire entangle-
ments had been wiped out, the enemy
had hidden in caves awaiting the in-

fantry attack.

DR. SIDISOfr
LAUGHTER

Dr. Boris Sidis; oife of ttxe. most dis-

tinguished of American psychopathol-ogist- s

and the father of the intellec-
tual prodigy who astonished fiarvard
afew years ago; was born in Russia
on October 12, 18 67, and hence begins
his fiftieth year to-da- y.' Dr. Sidis is
best known to the lay reader through
his advocacy of an educational system
which,- - he has asserted, was respon-
sible for the remarkable intellectual
development of his own son. Young
Sidis was discussing abstruse mathe-
matical problems with Harvard pro-
fessors at an age when most lads are
unable to figure out Ty Cobb's bat-
ting average with any degree of accu-
racy. Dr. Sidis has written a num-
ber of books which are not without
interest to the lay reader, one of these
being "The. Psychology of Laughter."
In that volume he attempts to answer
the question, "Why do we laugh?"
He enters into the matter fully, ex-

plaining both the physiological and
psychological aspects of smiles, grins
and haw-haw- s.

Dr. Sidis points out that one of the
frequent causes of laughter is the su-

periority we feel toward those who
arouse our mirth. The ignorant, the
clumsy, the stupid, the inferior, often
excite pur risibilities, and cause us to
laugh, when we should feel only pity
andgympathy. .The afflictions .of
others are often mirth-provoki- to
us, and' laughter thus degenerates In-

to a shameless display of innate mean-
ness of the human animal.'.

There Is a better side to laughter,
for Dr. Sidis points out that "all unre-
strained spontaneous activities of nor-
mal functions give rise to the emotion
of joy with its expression of smiles and
laughter." Dr. Sidis further declares

many of us know to our men-
tal discomfort tnat "what is "not y,

what is not usual, is laugh-
ed at."

The eminent psychologist concludes
that th laughter of pure merriment or
enjoyment, or the laughter which fol-
lows triumph i over difficulties, is
healthful and adds to. human happi-
ness, while-th- e laughter of malice, ex-

cited by the inferiority or difficulties
of others, would better be left

In short, it makes all the
difference in the world whether we
laugh with Tr at a person.
